GREGG WINS IN CLOSE FINISH 

Two Runners Come Within One Minute 
of Record Established by Jo¬ 
seph B. King in First Race.

A. E. J. Gregg of Los Angeles proved 
himself a worthy successor to the laurels 
of Joseph B. King in the third annual 
Sierra Madre-Mt. Wilson race Wednes¬ 
day morning. He covered the 7.1 miles 
of the trail in one hour. 25 minutes, 56 
seconds, just 26 seconds slower than the 
record established by King in DOS. 
Pushing him hard for first honors was 
Lamia C. Farley whose time was 1 hour. 
26 minutes, 14 seconds. 

That both Gregg and Farley should 
come within a minute of King’s record 
caused no small degree of astonishment 
to a great many people who had re¬ 
garded the little Irish artilleryman al- 1 
most unbeatable. Now they are con- 1 
vinced that either Gregg or Farley can 1 
lower the record, and further, that they 
will do so in the next race. 

The first race of the series run for < 
the valuable Richard K. Fox medal tin- ' 
der the auspices of the Sierra Madre ' 
Board of Trade was in every respect the * 
most successful yet run. This does not 1 
reflect in the least upon the management 1 
of Mr. Charles ,J. Fox under whose direc- ^ 
tion the two previous contests were 1 
held, it simply speaks volumes for the - 
ability of the runners in this year’s f 
race. They showed more class than f 
either of the groups of runners in the * 
two previous events. Their average ( 
time was better and every man finished * 
in excellent condition. Ten men faced ' 
the starters and every one finished the 1 
course. All of which goes to prove that * 
while the contest requires excellent ath- ^ 
letic ability and stamina of a peculiar 
sort, it is by no means a man-killing

As in the past, he rode out from Los 
Angeles on his bicycle Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. arriving at the foot of the trail 
hut a few minutes before the race. He 
was the ninth man to start and finished 
ninth in the best time he lias yet made. 
He seems to he growing younger every 
year in spite of the fact that lie is near¬ 
ly sixty years of age. 

Gregg will receive the gold watch and 
Farlcv and Roclair will receive the sil¬ 
ver and bronze medals as soon as suit¬ 
able inscriptions can be engraved on 
them. A bar with Gregg’s name and 
record will also be added to the Richard 
K. Fox trophy which goes to the winner 
of three races.

More anglers than ever before, 
streams at the normal stage for August, 
few large trout and few limit catches 
sums up most of the reports of the 
fishermen returning from the West Fork 
and other nearby mountain streams 
after the first fishing expeditions of the 
season. 

So numerous were the sportsmen dur¬ 
ing the first two or three days of the 
season that it was difficult to find a 
place where one could fish unmolested 
by. others. All up and down the main 
stream of the YVest Fork the fishermen 
were thick, and seldom could a pool lie 
found which had not been pre-empted 
by one or more of them. While limit 
catches were rather scarce, creels of 
twenty-five to forty were common. 

So thoroughly have the streams been 
fished out during the past two or three 
seasons that there are few big trout 
to be had. Most of those caught were 
only of medium size, and tales of the 
big fellows are rather scarce this sea- 


with the limit or less, but they r fail to 
see the use of wasting time with a fly 
when the festive grub runs up the 
count so much faster. 

One of this variety of anglers, on his 
way to camp with a full creel, about 
noon the other day, passed a devotee of 
the fly, standing, rod in hand, lieside an 
inviting pool in the West Fork. The 
latter spoke first: 

“What bait are you using?”

“Got the limit and on my way back 
to camp. Better try worms.”

Such trout as there are in the stream 
seem not difficult to catch, according to 
tin* old timers. A beginner might have 
a different story to tell. But the older 
anglers declare the trout are loggv and 
show less fight than usual when hooked. 

If you expect to do much fishing this 
year it will be well to go early. The 
streams are at midsummer stage now. 
due to the early cessation of the rainy 
season. With little prospect of more 
rain it is likely that the water will be 
unusually low this summer. 

Fly Versus Worms 

In this part of the country one sel¬ 
dom hears the old-time question raised 
over the propriety and sportsmanship 
of using worms as bait instead of the 
artistic and artificial fly. In the east 
and north where streams are larger and 
pools broader the debate probably will 
never be ended. 

It is unlikely that the fish has any 
hypercritical distinctions to draw be¬ 
tween the two methods of being enticed 
from the crystal depths of a cool 
stream. When he is hooked, whether 
with a bite or a strike, lie probably 
lights as hard for freedom from one 
hook as from another. And if lie is 
landed there is little consolation to him 
in reflecting that his troubles were due 
to the lure of a fat worm, a shiny 
spoon or a brilliant feather. 

Some sportsmen affect to draw an 
ethical distinction between enticing the 
I poor lisli with a worm and with a fly. 
Others maintain that it is a deception 
in either case and if one is a sin so is 
the other. 

lha( flu* art of casting flies permits 
of a high degree of development no one 
denies. But where canyons are narrow 
and pools are comparatively small there 
is little opportunity for display of ac¬ 
complishments in that line. Hence the 
fact that the devotee of the Hy book is . 
seldom seen in these parts. 


Results Count 

Maybe it is the spirit of the west 
that helps to make the fly-fisherman 
scarce out here, as well as the lack of 
opportunity for showing off his ability 
as a fly caster. Most of the anglers in 
these mountains want results and if 
they could got them with the flv they 
would probably use it. They arc not 
fish-hogs, most of them, and are satisfied 


i A Valuable Accomplishment 

> It is sometimes regarded as a de- 
i batable question as to whether schools 
ai’e primarily intended for the develop- 
l ment of culture or athletic prowess. 
. Some enthusiastic rah-rah hoys do not 
* admit that there is any ground for argu- 
“ ment—the athletic field is first and fore- 
. most in their minds, and studies are 
entirely secondary. Outside the schools 
‘ it is not uncommon to find professional 
athletes who cannot write and can 
scarcely read. People who deplore such 
a state of affairs would find rare de¬ 
light in inspecting a sample of the pen¬ 
manship of “Uncle” Henry H. Wheeler, 
the veteran athlete who has run in all 
three of the Sierra Madre-Mt. Wilson 
races. Mr. Wheeler is 56 years old and 
was a crack bicycle rider in the days 
when that sport first gained popularity. 
He has always been interested in some 
form of sport. When running in the 
Mt. \Y ilson race he has always ridden 
his bicycle to Sierra Madre on the morn¬ 
ing of the race, this year from Los An¬ 
geles and last year from Pomona, riding 
back home on his wheel after the race. 
But his athletic prowess for a man of 
his age is not more remarkable than 
| his penmanship. He writes a small 
hand, which is as exact as copper plate 
engraving. Every letter is perfectly 
formed and a page of his handwriting 
really looks like copper plate work. 
Secretary Patterson of the Board of 
Trade received several letters from him 
regarding the Mt. Wilson race and every 
one was as perfect an example of pen¬ 
manship as one could wish to see, and a 
delight to the eye in these days of care¬ 
less writing. -- 

MOON’S TOTAL ECLIPSE 

The present year is an exceptional one 
in point of astronomical interest, espe¬ 
cially from the spectacular point of 
view. Two comets and four eclipses are 
the leading features on the list. Besides 
the climax of the passage of Halley’s 
comet, May offers a fine total eclipse of 
the moon. This will take place on the 
night of the 23rd. According to the 
schedule the eclipse will be visible in 
Southern California. The moon will 
enter the earth’s shadow about 8 o’clock. 
The period of total eclipse will begin 
about a quarter past nine and will last 
a little less than an hour. The moon 
will pass out of the earth’s shadow 
about a quarter after eleven.

That there is some politics involved 
in the row kicked up over the work 
done, or not done, by the county high- 
wav commission is hardly a subject for 
doubt. The critics of the commission 
trace the abuses back many months and 
vet they waited till the county cam¬ 
paign had opened before springing their 
sensational charges. But be that as it 
may, there is also little doubt in the 
minds of most people that the charges 
are substantially true, and that the 
highway commission, backed by the 
“solid three” of the board of super¬ 
visors, has been operating a sort of flim¬ 
flam game for nearly two years, or ever 
since the voting of the good roads bonds. 
That being true, there seems to be no 
good reason why the report of the ad- 
visorv committee should not be accepted 
and the county proceed to “kick the 
rascals out.” 

With all due sympathy and respect 
for the ministers who are resoluting 
against the prize fight abomination, it 
looks at present as if they were simply 
furnishing some extra free advertising 
for the great race conflict which is to 
furnish an aesthetic and reverent cele¬ 
bration of the anniversary of our highly 
prized national independence. The min¬ 
isterial brethren should remember that 
they are living in enlightened and civil¬ 
ized California, which is the only state 
in such an advanced stage of civilization 
as to be able to claim the pugilistic 
championship match. It is all so per¬ 
fectly legal that the brethren seem to 
be wasting their energy so far as pre¬ 
venting it is concerned. If they really 
want to stop the fight game in Califor¬ 
nia let them get busy and put the 
kibosh on all candidates for tbe legisla¬ 
ture who will not favor a law prohibit¬ 
ing it. 


For ourselves we prefer not to read 
the Times, but we take it on hearsay 
that the results of the third annual 
Sierra Madre-Mt. Wilson race were not 
deemed worthy of mention in its col¬ 
umns. The only reference to this year’s 
event was a slurring article in Wednes¬ 
day morning’s paper saying the race was 
to be held that day. So the alleged 
sporting editor of that alleged news¬ 
paper can hardly plead ignorance as an 
excuse for passing up what was re¬ 
garded by all the other sporting writers 
as one of the best amateur events on 
the calendar in Southern California. 
Some dear, deluded people thought that 
if the Board of Trade would only spend 
a few hundred dollars on advertising in 
the Times perhaps Sierra Madre would 
get a little better treatment than in the 
past. The Times now has the money 
and this is the sort of publicity given in 
return to the Board’s enterprises. 

Because he took the bit in his teeth 
and dragged the legislature through 
some fierce fighting, some people called 
Phi! Stanton a brave man. But that did 
not take an iota of the courage he 
showed the other day when he enter¬ 
tained the Women’s Press Club at 
luncheon. Think of a man with courage 
to face an array like that and tell them 
of his political aspirations. It would 
take a good deal of nerve to say: “Now 
1 would like to have your support in 
my campaign. You can work for me— 
but you can’t vote for me.”

ENFORCE OR REPEAL IT 

Probably as many as a dozen dogs 
are wearing muzzles as a result of the 
recent order of the Board of Health. 
There may be more, but the writer has 
seen more dogs without muzzles than 
with them during the present week. 
Some people have preferred to keep 
their dogs tied up at home, but in gen¬ 
eral the mandate of the hoard has been 
observed very little and so far as en¬ 
forcing it in any w : ay no effort has been 
made by the authorities. 

This state of affairs calls for a 
change of some sort. When a law is 
made the citizens should have enough 
respect for constituted authority to 
obey it. And the body which makes 
the laws should have enough respect for 
their own decrees to enforce them. 
Among the first ordinances passed by 
the city trustees was one giving the 
board of health power to require the 
muzzling of dogs, when in their judg¬ 
ment it w r as necessary. The health 
board has ordered that all dogs be 
muzzled and it is now up to the city 
authorities to see that the law is en¬ 
forced. If it is not to be enforced con¬ 
stantly and uniformly, then repeal it. 
Partial observance of the law is as bad 
or worse than none at all. The law is 
rendered useless and the only result is 
unnecessary expense and bother to law- 
abiding owners of dogs and useless hard¬ 
ship to the dogs. 

Along the same line is a suggestion 
received the other day from a News sub¬ 
scriber who has a just quarrel with the 
present system of issuing dog licenses. 
At present, he says, the dog license or¬ 
dinance is a dead letter, and so it is 
save as to contributing a small amount 
to the city treasury. This gentleman 
suggests that the marshal be empowered 
to license the dogs, furnish the tags and 
add the net proceeds to his already 
munificent salary. The extra induce¬ 
ment to see that as many dogs as possi¬ 
ble are properly tagged might stimulate 
him to stricter enforcement of the ordi¬ 
nance and the resultant elimination of 
the innumerable curs that no one claims 
and which we could well do without.

He 
is now commissioner of the superior 
court of Los Angeles county and in that 
capacity tries cases which are referred 
to him by the judges of the superior 
court. This in itself is excellent train¬ 
ing for the position which he seeks. 

Above everything else Mr. Craig is 
credited by those who know him, with 
being absolutely fair. He has a judi¬ 
cial mind which fits him admirably for 
the bench. No one is in a position to 
know- better that he is just and impar¬ 
tial than the students under him. And 
to a man it is said they are working 
for his nomination on the republican 
ticket, as are the law school alumni. Mr. 
Craig is a Scottish Rite Mason, a 
Shriner, a member of the Los Angeles 
Y. M. C. A., of the City Club and other 
organizations.

CHANGES IN P. E. SCHEDULE 


Some Results from Petition Presented 
to Railway Officials 

Chairman F. D. R. Moote of the Board 
of Trade transportation committee, ac¬ 
companied by C. S. Kersting, visited the 
traffic officials of the Pacific Electric 
railway early in the week for a confer¬ 
ence regarding the changes in the car 
schedules for which a petition was cir¬ 
culated some time ago. One change lias 
been put in force already and another 
will be made if desired. The car former¬ 
ly leaving the Pacific Electric station 
at G:05 p. m. now leaves at 6:15. This 
will allow business men who do not get 
through work until six o’clock a chance 
to take this car for Sierra Madre in¬ 
stead of waiting till eight o’clock as 
they often had to do. 

The request lor an extra evening car 
was not granted but an alternative prop¬ 
osition was offered, namely, to have the 
car w'liich now leaves at 8:05 p. m. leave 
at 9:05 instead. This proposition will 
be presented at the Board of Trade meet¬ 
ing next Monday evening and if indorsed 
by that body will be put into effect at 
once. It is thought that the later hour 
would suit most people who have any 
concern in the matter at all, better than 
the present arrangement. 

Some official information was also 
given regarding the service to be ar¬ 
ranged upon the completion of the four- 
track system between Los Angeles and 
El Molino, which is expected about July 
15. After that date all Sierra Madre 
cars will be operated as liyers on the 
inside tracks, doing no local business 
except between El Molino and Sierra 
Madre. This is encouraging in view of 
the report circulated to the effect that 
only the morning and evening cars would 
be operated as liyers in that way, with 
the mid-day cars doing local work over 
the four-track division. All the local 
work through that territory will be done 
by local cars on the outside tracks, just 
as is the case witli the Watts and local 
cars on the Long Beach line. It is ex¬ 
pected by tiie officials that the regular 
schedules of the Sierra Madre cars will 
lie cut by at least ten minutes when 
the cars are operated as liyers. The 
company expects to obtain soon a fran¬ 
chise for a line on San Pedro street 
which will give more direct access to 
the station at Sixth and Main without 
the delay involved by the congestion on 
Main Street. 


COMET PHOTOGRAPHED SUCCESS¬ 
FULLY 

l)r. George E. Hale returned Tuesday 
from the last. He immediately visited 
llu* laboratory of the Carnegie Solar 
Observatory of which lie is director for 
the purpose of examining the photo¬ 
graphs of Halley’s comet taken on Mt. 
Wilson during his absence. 

Exei ptionally fine photographs of the 
comet’s spectrum were obtained and Dr. 
Hale expressed great delight over tlie 
success of the observations. The spec¬ 
trum is photographed not only to show 
the chemical composition of the comet 
but for the purpose of calculating its 
motion and velocity. By the use of 
various color screens in the photo¬ 
graphic process the distribution and mo¬ 
tion of the various incandescent gases 
of the comet may be studied. 

Dr. Hale spent two days while on his 
way west at the Yerkes observatory on 
Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, where observa¬ 
tions of the comet similar to those con¬ 
ducted on Mt. Wilson are being carried 
on. The weather was unfavorable at 
the time of bis visit, however, and the 
observations made at that time were 
not satisfactory. 

Halley’s comet is now seen best about 
3:30 in the morning when it is just 
above the horizon. The moon lias now 
passed to the east of the comet and its 
light does not now interfere with the 
observation of the latter which appears 
quite distinct.
